HE TOOK THi: ADVICE. 
The Coif Was Treated Like a Lady.

A man came into the office on Thursday 
with a black-eye, a strip of court-plaster 
acrotfl his cheek, one arm in a sling, and 
as he leaned on a crutch and wiped the 
perspiration away from around a tump on 
his forehead with a red cotton handker- 
chief, lie asked if the editor was in. Being 
answered in the atiinnative, he s;iid : 

" Well, I want to stop iny paper ;" and 
lie sat down on the edge of a chair as 
though it might hurt it. ''Scratch my 
name right Off.

"Can it be possible'.'" we Inquired.

A If em ark able Incident of flic War.

A gentleman of our ae<piantance related 
to us recently an incident of the war which 
was new to us, and is worthy of record. 
The farm of a gentleman named McLean 
constituted a part of the tield upon which 
the first battle of Manassas was fought on 
the memorable 21st of July, 1861. Believ- 
ing that the section of Virginia in which 
he resided would be the theatre oi future 
conflicts, he concluded to seek a more 
peaceful location, where he would not dis- 
turbed by the tramp of armies and the 
havoc of battles, and, after mature deliber- 
ation and careful search, decided to locate 
in Appomattox county. He gold his farm 
purchased a residence at Appomattox 
Court House, and removed his family and 
household effects to that point supposing 
himself to be secure from the invasion of 
contending hosts. Four years thereafter 
the remnant of Gen. Lee's army made 
their last stand at Appomattox Court 
House, and strange to say, the articles of 
of surender were drawn up and signed in 
McLean's house. He has seen the begin- 
ning and the end of the great conflict. 



Remarkable Adventure. 

The mail steamer Curlew, just in from 
the west coast, brings an account of a 
strange and unique adventure. A sealing 
Captain named James Babbitt, a native oi 
Buergo, X. Y., who had been somewhat 
Successful among the oil fields the past 
spring, went to .Sidney, C. B., to purchase 
a fishing schooner. ' Having secured a 
vessel of about sixty tons burden he look- 
ed around for a crew, but could not SUC- 
aeed in getting a seamen lor love or money. 
He then boldly determined to put to sea 
alone and navigate his vessel down to 
Newfoundland. He left Sidney on the 3d 
instant, and all wen" well with him till the 
morning of the ! tb, when requiring some 
refreshment, he lashed his helm and went 
below to boil the tea-kettle. He had not 
left the deck longer than three minutes 
when he heard bis vessel bump, bump 
heavily against a rock. Rushing on deck 
he found the schooner jibboom clean over 
a rock. Startled at hia position oi peril he 
went out on the jibboom end and dropped 
himself on the rock. He had scarcely 
landed there when a pulf of wind struck 
the vessel's headsails and wheeled her 
clear off the reef, leaving the captain be- 
nind. The schooner was soon lost to sight 
in the fog that hung over the ocean, and 
Capt. Babbitt was left like a lone seagull 
on his rocky perch, amid a silent waste of 
water. He had no food, and not a drop of 
water to drink. The whole day passed and 
night came on, but without any sign of 
approaching succor. 

About noon of the next day some skiffs 
went off from the shore for gunning pur- 
poses. The strange sailor was discoveied 
on the highest peak of the rock, and was 
rescued with some difficulty and brought 
safely to his home in Buerao. Xo tidings 
of the dererlict schooner have yet been 
learned.— St. John's Dispatch. 



BEEF IN NEW YORK. 



The Terrible Trice of Meat Has Caused 
u Large Quantity to be Sent From the 
West. 

Grath's special says: The high price of 
meat has led to a supply of enormous 
quantities of fresh meat from the West, 
which is now a peculiar feature of the Xew 
York market. The business naturally 
grew out of the operations of the gre?t 
Western packing houses, which have 
sought this opportunity to dispose of their 
very choicest pieces at higher prices than 
could be got for canned meats. 

One dealer said : "I had 1,000 pounds 
of nice bee! tenderloins yesterday, nice 
enough for anybody, and I was glad to sell 
them at sixteen cents a pound. I have no 
doubt that this meat is sold at retail for 
twenty-live or thirty cents a pound. Ti e 
combination against Western meat was go 
g.-eat last winter that they got the price 
down to ten cents a pound. But v.e put 
ours in cold storage and kept it until we 
got eighteen cents a pound, w hich is a high 
price for us." 

The growth of the trade has led to the 
building of great refrigerators for both 
storage and transporation, and the cold 
storage business in large cities is rapidly 
becoming immense. Mr. Styles savs his 
firm is building a refrigerator that will cost 
$100,000. Another firm have immense 
ivlrigerator where they keep the Western 
meat ready for daily delivery. Although 
the railroad freight for fresh meat carried 
in refrigerators cars is double that for live 
cattle, the actual freight of the consumable 
meat is less. The prospects are that the 
keen competition of businessmen to secure 
profits from the present exorbitant prices 
will continue to supply the New Yoik 
market with increasing quantities of West- 
ern meat.

HANGED, 

And America Avenges an As- 
sassination. 



Charles Jules Guiteau 



Plays His Last Part in the National 
Tragedy, 



And Closes His Career With the 
Hangman's Halter About His 
Neck — His Last Hours 



Washivoton, June 30 h. — 12:45 p. m. — 
The trap lias just been sprung, and Gui- 
teau is gasping his last. The" procession 
formed in the corridor at Guiteau's cell, 
and marched solemnly to the scaffold, the 
condemned man being accompanied by 
his spltnsi adviser, Dr. Hicks. 

Warden Crocker signaled to a man con- 
cealed behind the scaffold, the trap was 
sprung, and Guiteau dropped like a Hash, 
with a heavy thud. There is intense ex- 
citement in the streets, but no disorder. 

Waski m, ton, June 80 — 1:20 p. m.— At 
1:17 the coffin was brought out and placed 
beside the body, and Marshal Henry, the 
warden doctors and others still stand aboui 
the hanging body. At 1:19 it was cut 
down and placed In the coffin. 

\\ ahin'gton, June 30. —1 p. m.~ Shortly 
before 12 o'clock Guiteau seemed to break 
down completely and burst into tears and 
sobbed hysterically, Dr. Hicks gat by his 
side fanning him and vainly trying to calm 
him. 

About halfpast 11 preparations were be- 
gun to be made for his execution. 

At 11:50 a detachment of artillery was 
formed on the east side of the rotunda, 
and brought their muskets to a parade 
rest. At that time about two hundred 
and fifty people were in the rotunda. Dr. 
Hicks was with the prisoner, engaged in 
prayer, 

Guiteau showed great nervousness and 
appeared greatly startled when he heard 
the rattle of muskets on the stone floor of 
the rotunda. 

From that moment Guiteau appeared to 
be thoroughly overcome with emotion. 
He wept freely, and gave way to great an- 
guish. 

The scene in the rotunda while waiting 
for the prisoner was one long to be re- 
membered. The soldiers were drawn up 
on one side, a long line of spectators facing 
them on the other. 

It was understood that Guiteau was very 
much depressed, and it was expected ins 
passage to the gallows would present a 
very distressing sight. The movement of 
officers about the jail door was watched 
with eager attention. 

After the death warrant was read by the 
warden the prisoner became more com- 
p *ed, and turning away, began to brush 
his hair. 

At 12:25 a loud steam whistle was blown 
at the work house which is near the jail. 
This whistle usually blows at 12 o'clock, 
and by it Guiteau" was in the habit of 
gauging time. 

The delay to-day was by special arrange- 
ment, so that its startling summons might 
not come before the Officers were ready. 
Two minutes later the Iron gates at the 
corridor clicked. Then warden Crocker 
made his appearance, and a moment later 
the familiar liitire was seen. 

Hisface was pallid and the muscles about 
his mouth m vo l nervously. Other than 
this there was no signs of "faltering. The 
pr session moved quickly to the scaffold, 
and Guiteau ascended the somwhat steep 
Steps with as mtl< h steadiness m could be 
expected from a man. 

BIS PBAYIS. 
Guiteau's prayer was as follows: 

" Father, now I go to Thee and the. Savior. I 
have fluvtMKl tbe work, Thou ajavaat tue to do. 
I am only loo happy to go to Thee. The world 
does not yet appieciate my mission, nut Thou 
knoweet It, Thou nuowest Tlmu didst inspire 
Uardelu s removal, and oulv good lias come 
fioiu it. Tim || the best evidence that the iu- 
spiratiou caiue from Thee, aud I have set it 
forth lu my book that ull meu may read aud 
kuow that Thou, Father, dld#l inspire the act 
for which I am now muidered. Father, I trem- 
ble for the fate of my murderers, for thin Gov- 
erument aud this Nation by this act will in- 
cur eterual enmity, as did the Jews, they kill- 
ing Thy man. my .Savior. The retrtbutiou iu 
that case came quick an 1 sharp. I know Thy 
divine law of letrlbuUou will Jstrike this Na- 
tion, and my murderers iu the Kame way. The 
diabolical spirit of this Nation, its Govern- 
ment, ami Its newspapers towards me will 
Justify Thee iu cursing them, aud I know that 
by diviue law Thy divine law of retribution is 
inexorable; I therefore predict that the Nation 



will go dowu in blood, and t hat my murderers 
from the Executive to the hangman will go to 
hell. Thy law! are inexorable. Oh, thou 
SU| n ine Judge, woe unto the men tnat violate 
Thy laws. Unly weeping and gnashing of 
teeth awaits them. The Americau press has a 
large bill to setile with Thee, righteous Father, 
for their via lictlveness iu this matter. Noth- 
ing but blood be on them aud this Nation and 
its officials. Arthur, the President, ma Coward 
and an 1 nitrate. The ingratitude to the man 
that made nim aud saved his party ami land 
from overthrow, has no parallel in history, 
But Thou, righteous Pat her. Will fudge him. 
Father, ThOd knowest, but the world hath uot 
known me. Hut now 1 go to Thee and the 
Savior without the ^lightest 111 will towards a 
human being. Fareweii, ye of the earth.

Guiteau's will, which is made in the 
form of a letter, is as follows : 

"Washington, D. C, June 29, 1882. 
"To RlT. Wm. W. Hicks: I, Charles 
1 Guiteau. of the City of Washington, in the 
I District of Columbia, now under sentence 
I of death, which is to be carried into effect 
, between the hours of twelve and two 
o'clock on the 30th dav of June, A. D., 
1882, in the United states Jail, In the said 
District, do hereby give and grant you my 
i body alter such execution ; provided. Low- 
: ever, it shall not be used for any mercenary 
purpose; and I hereby, for good and suf- 
ficient consideration, give, deliver and 
transfer to said Hicks, mv book entitled 
'The Truth and Removal," ami copyright 
thereof, to be used by him in writing a 
truthful history of my life and execution, 
and I direct that such history be entitled 
'The Life and Work of Charles Guiteau ;' 
and I hereby solemnly proclaim and an- 
nounce to all the world that no person or 
, persons shall ever # in any manner use my 
body for any mercenary purposes whatso- 
ever; and if any person or persons shall 
desire to have my remains, they can do it 
by erecting a monument, whereon shall 
be inscribed these words. 'Here lies the 
body of Charles Guiteau, Patriot and 
Christian. His soul is in glory.' 

Chari.ks Gliteal." 
"Witnesses: Charles A. Reed, James 
Woodward." 

At 10 o'clock there was a large crowd of 
newspaper correspondents crowding about 
the gate leading into Guiteau's corridor, 
but they could see nothing except the 
wooden door which screens Guiteau's cell 
from view. 

Now and then a guard appeared at this* 

door ami sent some message to the War- 
den. At such times those at the gate got 
a view of the table, corridor and chair on 
which the death watch sat. 

Alter Guiteau had finished copying his 
" Prayer upon the Scaffold" he began to 
arrauge nil dress, putting on a pair of navy 
blue trousers. 

At 10:30 the guard came out of the door 
and said : " He is ready for Dr. Hicks, 
now, and wants the flowers to come." 

Another guard, who took the message, 
hurried off and soon returned with Hicks, 
who wenc into the cell. 

Guiteau was then leported by his guard 
te be apparently very composed. 

Guiteau's message about flowers referred 
to his expectation that Mrs. Scoville would 
send some flowers to him, but none had 
arrived at the jail at the time he as ice l for 
them. After a short conference witli War- 
den Crocker, John W. Guiteau went out- 
s'de the jail to see his sister. He found 
her in great excitement, bordering on hys- 
teria, but after a short time he succeeded 
in calming her and dissuading her from 
any further attempts to gain admission. 

She acknowledged the propriety of such 
a course, but she could not possibly re- 
main in tbe city during all the wretched 
hours of the morning. She brought with 
her the flowers which Guiteau had asked 
for, and they were taken to the prisoner. 

Mrs. Scoville also brought two handsome 
floral pieces,. a cross and anchor, which she 
wilt place upon her brothers cottin with 
her own hands. 

While D;\ Hicks was in the prisoner's 
cell at 11 o'clock, Guiteau made some re- 
quests as to the execution, and having 
made copies of his "last prayer," poem, 
and other writings, tore up the originals. 

He then sent for the jail bootblack and 

Save him his shoes to be shined. His 
inner was brought as the Doctor was leav- 
iug, and he ate with much relish. His 
dinner consisted of a pound of broiled 
steak, a dish ot fried potates, four slices 

of toistand a quart of coffee 

' Dr. Hicks, when he came out of the cell, 
said the prisoner had not the slightest fear. 
1* We have had a pleasant religious talk. 
He feels now that he is prepared, aud he is 
ready for the last formality. He commits 
himself to God with the utmost confidence. 
I tiuuk he will show some emotion, be- 
cause the nervous strain is so great." 
" Nobody," Dr. Hicks said, " had seen the 
prisoner at that 

time, except himself and the jail officers." j 



At 11 o'clock Dr. A. E. MacDonald, of 
New York, and Dr. Francis Loring, of this 
city, expert witnesses at the trial of Gui- 
teau, arrived at the Jail. 

Dr. MacDonald said as he understood it, 
the autopsy would be performed by three 
physicians and agreed upon by the friends 
of the condemned man. Afterwards the 
brain would be removed for further ex- 
amination. 

The three physicians selected to perform 
the autopsy are Dr. Lamb, who made the 
autopsy of the President. Dr. Sauers and 
Dr. Hartigan, deputy coroner, of this city. 
Dr. Loring expects to make a thorough 
examination of the prisoner's eyes. 

THE Al'ToPaY. 

Washington, D. C, June 30, 1882.— Af- 
ter an examination of the eyes the brain 
; was removed and inspected, "Dr. A. B. Lo- 
ring found the left eye completely suffused 
with blood, and both eves were so indis- 
I tinct that no opinion could be formed of 
j their condition or expression. Then the 
body was cut open and thorough and com- 
plete examination made with a view of 
> determining all the phyisological facts 
' that could be of Interest in connection 
; with the case.

I And weighed forty-nine ounces. The 
heart weighed a little over nine ounces 
and was in a healthy condition, as 
were all the other internal organs. 
Dr. MacWilliams, the first physi- 
dau to lwave the room where the au- 
topsy was held, said there was nothing, so 
far as be could see, about the brain that 
was abnormal. Its weight, according to 
Dr. MacWilliams, was 'forty-nine and a 
half ounces; the genet al viscera, he said, 
were in perfect condition.
